PRACTICED LAME-DUCK 

PRESIDENT GEORGE BUSH 
at the connivance of his onetime Svengali Karl 
Rove are not dead. 

Democrat Barack Obama's decisive nation- 
al victory over Republican John McCain cer- 
tainly dealt a body blow to those who would 
pit whites against nonwhites, the native 
born against immigrants, the haves against 
the have-nots, and those who practice their 
fundamental right to worship as they choose 
against those who exercise their equally con- 
stitutional right not to worship at all. 

But anyone who doubts that the politics 
of intolerance and inhumanity are alive and 
well need only to look to California, Florida, 
and Arizona, which voted to deny same-sex 
couples the basic human right to marry that 
couples of differing genders enjoy. The 
Taliban would be proud. 

The situation in Arkansas is even more 
dispiriting. Voters in that state went so far 
as to mandate that only married couples can 
adopt children or serve as foster parents. 
Since heterosexual unions are the only 
couplings recognized in Arkansas, voters 
removed the possibility that straight singles 
could adopt in order to bar gays and lesbians 
from becoming parents or guardians. Pity 
the children 

While the same-sex-marriage bans in Ari- 
zona and Florida (the latter, for good measure, 
also outlawed civil unions) undeniably hinder 
the just cause of civil rights, the vote in Cali- 
fornia was most significant. 

In May, the Republican-dominated Califor 
nia Supreme Court issued a ringing declaration 
establishing that couples of the same gender 
had the equal right to marry as those of differ- 
ing genders. “An individual's sexual orienta- 
tion — like a person’s race or gender — does not 
constitute a legitimate basis upon which to 
deny or withhold legal rights,” the court ruled. 

California voters thought otherwise. Al- 
though the state went overwhelmingly for 
Obama, voters allowed the state constitution 
to be amended in order to outlaw marriage for 
gay and lesbian couples. In a predominately 
multicultural state like California, it is diffi- 
cult to pinpoint the constituent groups respon- 
sible for the defeat. But the effect of African- 
Americans who approved the ban by a margin 
of more than 70 percent is difficult to deny. 

The irony, of course, is bitter. The same day 
that a black American was elected president 
for the first time, his fellow citizens denied 
the dignity of marriage to same-sex couples 
What a count 

Equally undeniable was the opposition of 
religious groups to same-sex marriage. The 
Mormon-led movement was joined by Catholics 
and Evangelicals Protestants who decided that 


the teaching of Jesus Christ to love your neighbor 


as yourself need not apply in California — or, 
by extension, to the rest of the nation. 

Thanks to these holy rollers, California en- 
joys the dubious distinction of rescinding a set 
of rights for the first time in American history. 
And make no mistake, marriage is a bundle of 
rights that encompasses more than a formal- 
ized recognition of love and affection. Marriage 
rights extend to a host of issues that include 
property, a couple’s mutual well-being, inheri 
tances, and, in case of critical illness, perhaps 
even life or death. 

In 1996, Bill Clinton signed the federal 
Defense of Marriage Act, assuring that same- 
sex couples would remain ineligible for spousal 
benefits under Social Security, Medicare, or any 
other federal benefit program reserved for mar- 
ried couples, irrespective of individual states’ 
allowing gay marriage. In order to assure those 
rights nationally for same-sex couples, that law 
would still need to be taken off the books or over- 
turned by the Supreme Court.) 

As bad as the situation is in California, there 
is more than a glimmer of hope. (It is ironic to 
use Obama's favorite word in this context, for 
the president-elect favors only civil unions, not 
full marriage rights.) 

A host of groups are preparing to argue in the 
California courts that Proposition 8 — the name 
of the measure that rolled back same-sex mar- 
riage rights — is itself unlawful, since proposals 
that would significantly change the constitution 
must be approved by the state legislature before 
they can be put to a statewide vote. 

The Phoenix joins with people of goodwill 
everywhere who hope that a legal challenge 
to California's bigoted and prejudiced nul- 
lification of marriage rights meets with 


success. The Age of Bush is over. It is time to 
banish its spirit — forever. 


YOUTH VOTES 

Here’s a scary thought: if young voters who 
went to the polls in historically high numbers 
had split their votes evenly, McCain and Palin 
would have won. 

Obama's win was rooted in wide support 
across the political spectrum. But votes from 
young Americans, as well as African-Americans, 
Hispanics, and women — combined with the 
lower turnout by conservatives — resulted in a 
resounding victory. 

Building on a foundation laid by the previous 
insurgent candidacy of former Vermont gover- 
nor Howard Dean, who will soon step down as 


the head of the Democratic National Committee, 
Obama proved that the way to engage young vot- 


ers is to inspire them, to make it clear that their 
interests, hopes, dreams, and vision count. 

The good news amid the reports of gay-rights 
setbacks is that nationally, young voters take 
a broader view of human rights than do their 
elders. Whatever their political leanings, they 
trend to favor equal rights for gays and lesbians. 

In other words, the power of demographics 
lies behind the movement to grant marriage 
rights to all. 

Make no mistake, this observation is not a 
suggestion that the fight to grant equality to all 
should flag for even a moment. Rather, it is a 
reaffirmation of hope, a reminder that even as 
new impediments are enacted — as they were 
in California, Arizona, Florida, and Arkansas — 
those of us who seek justice can go forward 
secure in the knowledge that time, as well as 
right, ison our side. © 
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should celebrating 
a victory for democracy, not 
chasing the last administra- 
tion out with insults and 
jeers. Plato said, “Every 
form government tends 
to perish by excess of its ba- 
sic principle.” Whether the 
excesses the Bush era will 
show him as the “worst” 
president ever not, it’s 
not really for us to say. The 
fact is that the terrorism 
that put stranglehold 
this country a few months 
after Bush took office re- 
quired action. There 
way to know how excessive 
that action was, whether 
a different course would 
have produced different re- 
sults. The one thing 
know that our new presi- 
dent inherits a country that 
has had no terrorist acts on 
its soil since 9/11, and only 
percent voters polled 
this year’s election thought 
was even issue. 

Let's let the last admin- 
istration be. voted. 
We wrote a ticket. That's 
enough. Celebrate history, 
and then move forward.

“It was so easy,” says Oliver 
Morton, news editor at 
jature magazine. “Coal and oil.” 
He’s speaking about the old- 
school line concerning energy 
sources. We saw energy as “stuff 
in the ground, fossil fuels. Now 
that we understand the world bet- 
ter, we understand we're running 
out of fossil fuels, and we see how 
much damage they do. We've 
grown up enough to embrace the 
flow of solar energy.” 
Morton, a 43-year-old Brit and 
author of Eating the Sun: How Plants 
Power the Planet, will be giving the 
keynote speech at the Fourth Con- 
ference on Clean Energy at the 
Hynes Convention Center, 
November 18 and 19, sponsored 
by the Massachusetts Technology 
Transfer Center. About 50 com- 
panies will have exhibits there, 
27 will present investor pitches, 
and about 600 people are expected 
to attend. Governor Deval Patrick 
is slated to give the welcoming 
speech Tuesday. (Morton speaks Wednesday 
“The idea is to bring people together,” says Morton, 
“talk to investors, have a community talk to itself, and 
see what directions we want to go in. My role as keynote 
speaker is to provide the context.” 
The crux of that context: “The amount of energy that 
flows through the biosphere is 10 times the amount 
that humans use. That's solar energy. You have to look

at energy as constantly flowing, 
and we're endlessly in the middle 
of a flow. That’s the big psychologi- 
cal change clean tech will allow us 
to see.” 

Morton doesn’t consider solar- 
energy use to be a controversial 
issue, but says, “I think it’s not per- 
ceived in depth yet.” Many people 
“don’t get the sense that energy 
is flowing around us and easily 
obtained.” As to companies publi- 
cizing how green they are, Morton 
says, “There’s some greenwashing, 
but at all levels there is genuine 
interest in clean technology, es- 
pecially at small start-up levels. 
Most companies do it because they 
believe in it. Anyone who stops to 
think knows we can do it. And peo- 
ple know they can make money at it. 
We have every hope that the Obama 
administration can put money and 
thought into energy issues.” 

So, there’s reason for optimism? 
“I'm by nature not that optimistic,” 
admits Morton, “but at the same 

time, | am optimistic about this. Intellectually, the case is 

pretty good. You have a duty to be optimistic. It’s not in 

my temperament, but nor it is fake. If you don’t think you 

can change the future, it’s like you're not showing up.”

College students are told relentlessly to enjoy their time in 
school. “Once you're in the work force, that’s it,” parents and 
grandparents and teachers warn them. “I would trade with you 
any day.” 

That day, as it were, just got a lot closer. 

One Day University (ODU) — the ultimate day of college, 
minus beer pong and homework — is a program that brings 
together top-ranking professors from some of the country’s 
most respected colleges for one-day programs that recreate 
an academic atmosphere for those who are, as the hype on 
onedayu.com puts it, “nostalgic for a time when life was 
more about learning than job performance.” 

A day at ODU is relatively affordable — four lecture courses 
and lunch for $259, a far cry from the wallet-draining cost of a 
full top-tier enrollment. On top of that, ODU students need not 
sweat bullets over any standardized tests or submit any applica- 
tions to bask in the enlightenment. Sessions are held in a dozen 
cities throughout the country several times each semester. Up- 
coming Boston-area days are scheduled into 2009 for December 
7, January 17, March 7, and May 2. Each day’s schedule is de- 
voted to a slate of specific disciplines, such as science, history, 
music, and economics. 

Shawn Achor, professor of positive psychology at Harvard, 
was approached by ODU directors after his psychology class on 
happiness garnered national attention for enrolling one out of 
six students on campus. “I love seeing the attendees make my 
research come alive. They're listening to the lectures not to get 
better grades, but to get a better education. It is what college 
should always be like,” he says. “[ODU} students have a lot more 

life experience, so when I talk about psychology research, they 
nod their heads and smile, connecting the research to their 
own experiences in their work life and family life.” 
Professor of political science Matthew Baur — also at 
Harvard — is participating for the first time in December 
with a lecture on media, public opinion, and foreign 
licy. “My experience with adult education is 
that I get people who are very attentive and are 
already well-educated,” Baum says. “I think 
wing adult education is a terrific thing. 
Whether ODU is the answer to all continuing 
education, I don’t know, but I do think that 
this sort of concept is the right idea.” 
“ODU provides a missing gap in 
education where we often think 
that school is over after our last 
degree,” says Achor. “You are 
& getting a higher quality of 


teachers than even Ivy League 
students normally get during 
a semester.”

Green Grassroots Effort 


Overwhelming local support for a nonbind- 
ing ballot initiative indicates that a push for 
a greener future may have legs. 

On November 4, the “Secure Creen 
Future” initiative that appeared on ballots 
in 11 Massachusetts House districts proposed 
legislation that would phase out tax incen- 
tives for energy-gobbling projects, 
reward small businesses that 
practice energy conservation, 
and reduce greenhouse-gas 
emissions in Massachu- 
setts by 80 percent by 
the year 2020. Out of the 
nearly 200,000 votes cast 
for the initiative, 81.4 per- 
cent were “yes” votes. 

“It’s certainly possible 
to make these reductions by 
2020,” says Eli Beckerman, 
the communications direc- 
tor for the Massachusetts Creen- 

Rainbow Party. “It’s becoming clearer 

and clearer that it’s necessary. But how can 
we make that a political reality? We're try- 
ing to change the conversation about the 
level of urgency.” 

“I think it’s really exciting to see how 
strongly the public wants to move forward 
on the economy and, at the same time, to 
really preclude the climate and the fuel ca- 
tastrophes that are waiting in the wings,” 
says Jill Stein, a board member on the Com- 
mittee for a Secure Green Future. “This was

not a big-budget item. Our total expenses 
came in the range of $1000. There was real- 
ly a diffused network of people here, work- 
ing on the strength of their convictions, 
and their interest at the community level at 
solving the economy.” 
Nonbinding ballot initiatives are often 
used by organizations to galvanize 
voters; election results from these 
initiatives also can serve as lever- 
age when lobbying for par- 
ticular legislation, which 
is part of the Committee 
for a Secure Green Future's 
game plan. They hope 
to prompt lawmakers to 
focus on a greener local 
economy, with emphasis 
on increased local food and 
fuel production. 
“We can have a continued di- 
alogue with our elected officials, 
because now we can really drive home 
that there is public support,” says Stein. “We 
characterize this as a triple win: a green eco- 
nomic stimulus package, an insurance policy 
against the shock waves to the economy and 
the environment, and it’s also a prevention 
policy — prevention against chaos.” 

The committee is soliciting a statewide 
petition — viewable on securegreenfuture. 
org — to Massachusetts citizens who didn't 
vote on the nonbinding initiative.

THE GOP RELIED TALK RADIO CARRY ITS WATER, 
BUT VOTES ARE WORTH MORE THAN RATINGS 


WHAT WITH THEIR 

DECISIVE LOSS THE 

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 
and the party’s distinct minority 
status in the House and Senate, 
the Republicans could forgiven 
for being pessimistic. Things 
indeed look bad for their Grand 
Old Party. 

Actually, it’s even worse than 
they think. 

Since the dawn of the 20th cen- 
tury, guess how many times the 
incumbent party has failed suc- 
ceed itself in the White House after 
one term. Once in 11 tries — in 1976 
when Reagan took out Jimmy Carter. 
Statistically at least, the odds are not 
good for Republican 2012. 

On top of that, counting last 
Tuesday, the Republicans have now 
failed win the popular vote four 
of the past five presidential elec- 
tions. And in the fifth, they barely 
got by John Kerry. So despite appear- 
ances (owing high 
neocon profile), it’s actually been 20 
years since the GOP was a dominant 
force presidential politics. 

There are plenty theories 
circulating about how the GOP 
got itself into this mess, but one 
prime suspect clearly isn’t getting 
it’s due — conservative talk radio. 

The partisans will pro- 
test, but while certainly not the 
only culprit, the relentless stream 
of invective from the right side of 
the dial has undeniably been a major 
contributor to the GOP’s demise. It’s 
no coincidence that the Republican 
eclipse began just when conservative 
talk radio found its audience. 

Rush Limbaugh's show was syndi- 
cated in 1988. It’s been a steady climb 
toward the top of the ratings for him 
and his imitators ever since, but pretty 
much downhill for the party they all 
support. Limbaugh, Sean Hannity, 
Laura Ingraham, and the others are 
enormously successful media perform- 


ers and they may have single-handedly 
rescued AM radio from financial oblivi- 


on over the past two decades. 

But while wildly popular with 
their devotees, these partisan blovia- 
tors are enormously unpopular with the 
electorate whole. Limbaugh, for 
example, has about two-to-one unfa- 
vorable rating nationally, according to 
Rasmussen Poll. 

What's more, these figures are all 
rabble-rousers high intensity, “hot” 
performers whose appeal based 
energizing their base. all well 


and good for radio — it works, after all. 


But it’s becoming increasingly appar- 
ent that it’s a terrible way to structure 


the energy mainstream political 
movement that seeks to win more than 
50 percent of the national vote. 


PREACHING THE MASSES 
The pet politician of many of these 
talk-show hosts may be Ronald Rea- 
gan. But Reagan, himself radio 
performer, had exactly the opposite 
media persona. He was genial, low 
key, calm, and measured. He was a 
political version the pre-Kennedy- 
era radio and TV host Arthur Godfrey, 
whose folksy, homespun style would 
be an on-air anachronism today. 

Both Reagan and Godfrey, of course, 
grew up in a different media age. With 
far fewer outlets, the key back then 
was to attract a mass audience — just 
like presidential candidate. 

Today, in a media universe of thou- 
sands of choices, the key to economic 
success is to find your intense minor 
ity and play to it for all it’s worth. But 


fatal mass political movement. 


One can see this tension being played 
out even now. Sarah Palin energizes 
the talk-radio base and is already being 
pushed the inevitable next GOP 


leader. But Palin like most talk-radio 
champions enormously divisive. 
Good for ratings; bad for politics. 

The Republicans have Reagan/ 
Godfrey-like figure right their 
midst. Aside from Barack Obama, of 
course, the biggest political success 
story of 2008 was Mike Huckabee, who 
emerged from absolutely nowhere, 
with no money, to become a national 
figure. He is quite conservative but vir- 
tually alone in his party. He speaks the 
language economic populism 
amiable way that reassures voters. 

The-key to a Republican revival will 
be whether they head in the direction 
of Huckabee and the stylistic main- 
stream embodied Reagan, 
the discordant direction Palin. The 
economic imperatives talk radio will 
push them toward Palin. But unless 
the Republicans learn how preach 
the masses and not the choir, they’re 
going to remain in the proverbial wil- 
derness for a very long time. ©

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THE FUSS OVER THE FAIRNESS DOCTRINE REALLY ABOUT?

to ban guns, kill newborn babies, and just might 
the Antichrist! 

Most these dark anxieties simmer the 
right’s outermost fringes. But one the convic- 
tion that Obama’s win and Democratic gains 
Congress mean the impending resurrection 
Doctrine, defunct policy aimed creat- 
ing balance broadcasting tormenting both 
the wing nuts and conservatism’s grownups. 

Consider: Jay Severin, a host on Boston’s 
WTKK-FM (96.9), recently accused Fairness 
Doctrine supporters “standing watching 
while fascists come house, burn down, 
and kill family.” Yikes. Meanwhile, back 
September, Washington Post columnist George Will 
warned that “Liberals, not satisfied with their 
domination academia, Hollywood, and most 
the mainstream media, want kill talk radio” 
by resurrecting the Fairness Doctrine, natch. 

Why all the fuss? For one thing, despite all the 
hyperbole, talk Fairness Doctrine comeback 
isn’t loony seems, judging from recent 
remarks some prominent Dems. But there 
may another reason. Outrage over the Fairness 
Doctrine becoming pawn the fight over Net 
Neutrality, the principle all Web content mov- 
ing freely and equally without discrimination 
from ISPs which, given the stakes, should make 
Democrats drop the former subject altogether. 


OUTDATED SOLUTION 

For most the second half the century, the 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC) assert- 
that the right broadcast scarce, publicly 
owned frequencies came with civic responsibil- 
ity. Broadcasters, the FCC held, should devote some 
their programming controversial matters 
public interest. They should also allow divergent 
points view presented their stations. 
the Fairness Doctrine nutshell. 

The doctrine’s intentions were commend- 
able. But was vague, and spottily applied, and 
co-existed uneasily with the First Amendment 
right free speech. And 1987 the height 
Reagan-era deregulation was voluntarily 
abolished by the FCC. 

Many observers believe that’s for the best. 
“The Doctrine had this perverse result,” 
says Jane Kirtley, director of the University of 
Minnesota's Silha Center for the Study of Media 
Ethics and Law. “The way some broadcasters chose 
provide equal time for opposing viewpoints 
heard was say that they just weren’t going 
to cover controversial issues. I have no reason 
to think that would change in 2008 or 2009.” 
Factor the rise cable news and the Web, adds 
Kirtley, and the Fairness Doctrine’s original ratio- 
nale doesn’t make sense anymore. 

Media critic Rory O’Connor, who discusses 
the subject in Shock Jocks: Hate Speech and Talk Radio 
(AlterNet), agrees. “The Fairness Doctrine is a 
2oth-century response to 21st-century problems,” 
says. “It didn’t work well the first place. 
It was misused and abused by political operatives 
both parties.” There is, claims, “no 
way Hell” that the Fairness Doctrine’s going 
reinstated. Conservatives are only milking the 
subject to “excite the base, create outrage, and 


drive ratings.” 

question, the treatment the sub- 
ject irresponsible. restored Fairness Doctrine 
wouldn’t “kill” the conservative-friendly medium 
talk radio, mandate “equal time” for the pre- 
sentation liberal and conservative perspectives. 
Instead, it would simply require conservative 
broadcast outlets to allow the occasional liberal 
voice, and vice versa. 

fair, though, conservative fears aren’t 
entirely unfounded. While Obama seems to favor 
broadcasters achieve specific aims, 
including increased minority ownership, he’s 
indicated he doesn’t want to restore the Fairness 
Doctrine. But other prominent Democrats dis- 
agree. Speaker the House Nancy Pelosi recently 
told the conservative magazine Human Events 
that she supports the Fairness Doctrine. 
Election Day, Democratic New York senator Chuck 
Schumer told Fox News you oppose the 
Fairness Doctrine while supporting government 
regulation of obscenity, as many conservatives 
do. And other Dems — including Massachusetts 
senator John Kerry, the subject of an attack docu- 
mentary broadcast Sinclair 
(conservative) stations during his 2004 presiden- 
tial ran — have made similar remarks. 


TIME FOR RESTRAINT 

That some Democrats might relish the idea pun- 
ishing Limbaugh and his compadres understand- 
able. But there are strong arguments for restraint. 
The first is constitutional: the Fairness Doctrine 
would exist, yet again, tension with the First 
Amendment. The second is strategic: the incho- 
ate sense grievance that currently animates the 
right has slim political potential but that could 
change Republicans can style themselves 
free-speech defenders. 

The most important reason for caution, 
though, is the nascent effort to link the Fairness 
Doctrine with Net Neutrality. Without Net 
Neutrality, the telecom industry will almost cer- 
tainly create two-tiered system that privileges 
some content, while consigning the rest creat- 
ed, presumably, those who lack big bucks 
sort virtual ghetto. 

Thus far, Net Neutrality hasn’t been 
partisan issue. Obama 
supports it; does 
NARAL Pro-Choice 
America; so does the 
Christian Coalition 
and the National Rifle 
Association. 

But efforts frag- 
ment the broad, pro-Net 
Neutrality alliance are 
already underway — and 
the Fairness Doctrine 
seems destined for 
starring role. 
October 2007 paper 
titled “Net Neutrality: 
Fairness Doctrine for the 
Internet,” Adam Thierer 
of the Progress & Freedom 


Foundation — a think 


tank funded by, among others, AT&T, Comcast, and 
Time Warner Cable — suggested that Net Neutrality 
was actually a partisan ploy aimed at crippling 

the right. Groups such as the Christian Coalition, 
Thierer suggested, should reconsider their support. 

Then, this past August, Republican FCC com- 
missioner Robert McDowell made similar argu- 
ment at the conservative Heritage Foundation. 
Regarding Net Neutrality, McDowell asked, “Will 
Web sites — will bloggers have to give equal time 
or equal space on their Web site to opposing views, ay 
rather than letting the marketplace of ideas deter- 
mine that?” 

This stupid question. The Fairness Doctrine 
involved government mandating, in certain cases, 
that specific content added particular media 
entity. In contrast, Net Neutrality doesn’t involve 
intrusion into content; it only dictates absolute 
freedom of (virtual) movement. It’s the opposite of 
what McDowell seems think. 

But as Joe Campbell, author of the blog 
2parse.com, recently noted in a post linking 
Thierer’s paper and remarks, this 
is about tactics, not logic. If conservative Net 
Neutrality supporters come see the Fairness 
Doctrine 2.0 something more easily done 
if the Fairness Doctrine is already on everyone's 
brain, as it is today — they might rethink their 
support. Given Democratic gains Congress and 
support for Net Neutrality, Campbell 
argues, “This is the big corporations’ only chance” 
squash Net Neutrality. 

Now that’s a scary prospect. The Web is the 
future news media. (It’s also battleground 
where, at the moment, Democrats are totally 
dominating Republicans.) Bringing back the 
Fairness Doctrine dubious proposition, period. 
But doing could jeopardize the success Net 
Neutrality, it’s downright reckless. 

Instead of reliving an old-media battle that’s run 
its course, Democrats should focus instead on mak- 
ing Net Neutrality a reality. And Obama should help 
them by stating that he'll veto any legislation aimed 
at restoring the Fairness Doctrine that crosses his 
desk. Let the right worry about something else. ©

n North Carolina, a man electrified his John McCain 

campaign sign so it delivered a nasty shock to the nine- 

year-old neighbor trying to steal it. In California, a 

man hanged Saran Palin effigy stylish black pumps 

swaying softly in the breeze. In Pennsylvania, at a Palin 
rally, a corpulent man gleefully toted a stuffed monkey, a 
Barack Obama sticker wrapped around its head like turban. 

The interminable months this election just past were 
marked by some strange and ugly behavior. It seemed 
times the concentrated distillation the past 
eight wildly partisan years — years in which the so-called 
red-state/blue-state dichotomy has become ingrained in 
America’s fabric. 

So, now that we're getting a new president, what happens? 

That a number of rightward-lea z folks — Colin Powell, 
Christophers Buckley and Hitchens — endorsed Obama was 
encouraging. They believed something legions of rabid right 
ists do not: that the only way forward for this country is to 
elect man decency and competence, with inclusive 
vision for the country. Still, no one’s naive enough to sus 
that the entire nation will dissolve into a big melty goop of 
purply bipartisanship the second Obama takes office. 

But 10 days on from that momentous election, with the 
map seemingly redrawn (even vermillion Indiana turned 
dlue) it’s worth asking whether or not we might expect some 
changes our national character. 

McCain, the gloaming his candidacy, presided over 
one of the most disgracefully divisive campaigns in US his- 
tory. The language and insinuation employed his ticket 
and its supporters should be abhorrent to anyone who cares 
about the promises liberal democracy: “the real America” 


Meanwhile, Obama — worldly, biracial, 
unbeholden baby-boomer hang-ups, born 
in a blue state but with red-state roots — 
showed throughout the campaign that 
offer something better. cease- 
fire (or at least an abatement) in the culture 
wars. sense unity and common purpose. 
general appeal our better natures. 

But what can realistically hope for? 
Can “the first truly 21st century figure in 
American politics,” to borrow Washington Post 
op-ed writer E.J. Dionne’s words, actually 
bridge these deep national divisions? Will 
the end of the Bush years signal the simul- 
taneous end of interstate rifts? Or will the 
antipathies between the government and its 
malcontents only calcify further? 

Short answers, in order: we'll see; no; 
and potentially, but hopefully not. 

The idea of arugula eaters and gun clingers 
suddenly casting aside their differences and 
joining hands across America is, to repurpose 
About the populace right now nursing 
some pretty bruised feelings. But that doesn’t 
mean try for common ground. 

Obama put out the call within minutes 
his victory: “Young and old, rich and poor, 
Democrat and Republican, black, white, 
Hispanic, Asian, Native American, gay, 
straight, disabled, and not disabled,” this 
nation has “never been just collection 


individuals collection red states and 
blue states. We are, and always will be, the 
United States America.” 

Now it’s prove it. And make 
no mistake: the heavy lifting will have to be 
done by us, not him.

Roth-Douquet was an Obama campaign 
advisor, held a job in the Clinton White 
House, and has been long-time Democratic 
foot soldier. Schaeffer campaigned for 
McCain in 2000, and his father, Francis 
Schaeffer, was evangelical theologian, 


credited by many with influencing the politi- 


cal rise of the religious right. 

All very neat, but each of the co-authors 
also confounds the left/right stereotypes. 
Roth-Douquet is married to a Marine, and 
lives military base Parris Island, 
South Carolina. Schaeffer, whose formative 
years were spent at LAbri, his parents’ mis- 
sion Switzerland, lives Salisbury, 
Boston's North Shore, by the blue waters of 
the bluest state. And voted for Obama. 

The two first collaborated on the 2006 
book AWOL: The Unexcused Absence 
Upper Classes from Military Service — and How It 
Hurts Our Country (Collins), and since then, 
says Schaeffer, “our relationship as friends 
has changed the way see people dis- 
agree with.” 

How People Move Mountains is written in a 
alternating liberal and conservative views 
as the authors evolve their diverging (and, 
often, converging) opinions on big subjects 
such patriotism, religious belief, and con- 
sumerism.

And on October 10, Schaeffer wrote an 
open letter to McCain in the Baltimore Sun, 
which began: “If your campaign does not 
stop equating Senator Barack Obama with 
terrorism, questioning his patriotism, and 
accuse you of deliberately feeding the most 
unhinged elements our society the red 
meat of hate, and therefore of potentially 
instigating violence.” 

Powerful words. Like so many of us, 
Schaeffer had decided that McCain's sudden- 
ly and shockingly divisive words weren't just 
debasing the discourse, but actually creating 
a toxic and — God forbid — lethal rhetorical 
environment. 

In contrast, Schaeffer was drawn to 
Obama's vision of unity and inclusivity. And 
he found it fit nicely with what he and Roth 
Douquet had been writing about. “Our book 
was reaching for what the Barack Obama 
platform was about,” he says. “Moving past 
red and blue states to find a commonality that 
all Americans can claim together. In a way, 
programs Obama has been talking about.” 
The good guy won. But Roth-Douquet

ambitious service plan, which

It's the right idea, says Schaeffer.

“He never 
built a whole entourage of friends he’s behold- 
en to. He has more of a citizen mentality.”

Remember the bile-spewing vitriol 
the Clinton years? It’s been a while, but it’s 
worth reminding ourselves that when the 
Republicans are out power, hunkered 
down opposition mode, they apeshit. 
you thought the “Muslim” and “terror- 
ist” and “socialist” smears against Obama 
were bad, just remember the “Clinton Body 
Count” and Dan Burton in his backyard with 
a pistol and a couple of watermelons. 

But when all the insane rumors — Obama 
will take the oath on the Koran; Obama will 
raise everyone's taxes and redistribute them 
slave reparations end not coming 
true, might some his most vociferous 
right-wing opponents actually discover that 
(gulp) he’s really sort decent president? 
too much hope things will different 
this time? 

Says Schaffer: “Wouldn't it be great if, 
four years from now, you had people com- 
ing back saying, ‘I made a mistake, he was 
great president, brought back from 
the brink?’” 


DEAD-END EXTREMES 

It would be. In the meantime, the key is 
making sure the real extremists on both 
sides — the chanting mobs in those blood- 
curdling YouTube videos of Palin rallies, 
the howling radical feminist on the Wash- 
ington Mall toting a EUTHANIZE CHRISTIANS 
placard are ignored best can. 

“People those rallies are what can't 
be as a nation,” says Schaeffer. “That's what 
will kill us.” 

“You have to minimize them,” echoes 
Roth-Douquet. “You have make them the 
smallest element.” 

Marty Beckerman, author of the new 
book Dumbocracy: Adventures with the Loony 
Left, the Rabid Right, and Other American Idiots 
(Disinformation), has found himself on both 
sides of the divide in his 25 years. Early on, 
writes, “believed maximum wage, 


racial quotas, the inherent evil of money, 
and censorship right-wing preachers.” 
Then, reaction what began feel 
was a censorious and sanctimonious sense 

political correctness the left, swung 
the other way: “reading right-wing books, 
getting news from biased conservative 
media outlets, and only conversing with peo- 
ple who kept the echo chamber buzzing.” 

Now he’s swung back somewhere 
the left-center. between the batshit 
extremes, says, there are “intelligent and 
decent Americans both sides the spec- 
trum,” and “both are necessary for healthy 
national discourse.” 

research the funny and gleefully pro- 
vocative Dumbocracy, Beckerman spent four 
years embedded with extremist activists 
confronting some our most divisive issues: 
anti-abortionists, radical misandrists, neo- 
prohibitionists, and worse. was scarify- 
ing experience that showed him the lunatic 
lengths which some people will 
advance and defend their ideas. 

Luckily, the vast middle, says, “these 
culture-war issues that get people pumped 
up, most don’t really care about.” Sure, 
there are “still plenty angry people, and 
don’t think they’re gonna anywhere. Some 
people just like scream. When you look 
the Internet, and how that’s empowered 
people make their voices heard, really what 
millions Americans for fun right now 
they log onto the Internet and get anony- 
mous fights with people never met.” 

But, Beckerman hopes, the national pen- 
dulum swinging back the center. Why? 
Because people are thinking about what’s 
important. “When the economy collaps- 
ing, and people are worried that Mad Max 
going become reality, and were gonna 
cannibalizing each other for protein, 
nobody cares some transvestites are getting 
married and aborting their third-trimester 
fetuses while burning the flag.” 

Speaking flags: maybe it’s that sort 
exclusionary focus our peril that 
makes for the cognitive 
dissonance scenes like Indiana front 
porch with Confederate flag fluttering 
above an Obama sign. 


THE REBORN PATRIOT 

Yes, life will always lived differently 
urban areas than rural areas. Race and 
class issues will always cause us agita. And no 
one’s asking suggesting that Utah must 
think and act like Massachusetts. There are 
303,824,640 sets of opinions constantly at 
work in this country.

THE GREAT BOSTON 
ART SHAKEOUT 


y September, the Harrison Avenue 
B gallery district seemed to have 
become a zombie, stiffly stum- 

* bling forward, as the city wide 

exhibit-space upheaval that began 
this past spring caught up with the neigh- 
borhood. Ten galleries were shuttered across 
Boston in 2008, seven of them in the South 
End, driven mostly by expiring leases and 
gloomy economic forecasts. The number of 
local venues deeply engaged in the future of 
contemporary art — particularly locally made 
contemporary art — shrank. This fall, with 
each day auguring further economic catastro- 
phe, the future looked even worse. 

But this past week, Harrison Avenue 
came back to life, abuzz with hundreds of 
people out for the First Friday gallery recep- 
tions. All told, eight galleries have opened 
changed addresses the district since 
February. On Friday four of those galleries 
participated the monthly showcase for the 
first time since settling in. Two more spaces 
are slated to open there next month. 

Over the past decade, the South End has 
increasingly challenged Newbury Street as 
the heart of the city’s art scene. This year’s 
changes shifted the center of gravity to 
Harrison Avenue. “Before we were a desti- 
nation because the uniqueness First 
Fridays,” says Arlette Kayafas of GALLERY 
KAYAFAS. “Now | think we will be a destina- 
tion because of that, but also the quality of 
the work.” 

Friday’s visitors and dealers were ener- 
gized, hopeful, and happily surprised. The 
rearrangements landed substantial players

in more prominent storefronts, making the 
neighborhood feel as if — maybe — it was in 
better shape than it was a year ago. 

The upheaval has made the South End feel 
excitingly new, but has diminished Newbury 
Street. Economic nervousness abounds. And 
some worry that this new world order may 
mean more shows of less adventurous work. 


This year’s gallery shakeup has been nothing 
short of seismic. Over the course of 2008, the 
gallery building at 450 Harrison Avenue — 
where multi-year leases were up and rents 
were increasing — lost ALLSTON SKIRT GALLERY , 
BERNARD TOALE GALLERY (whose namesake, 
Bernard Toale, switched his focus from ex- 
hibiting to consulting), Michael Price’s MPG 
CONTEMPORARY , GALLERY XIV (which last fall 
had taken over the 450 space previously occu- 
pied by Locco Ritoro), and JULIE CHAE GALLERY 
(which opened in 2007 in space vacated by 
Genovese/Sullivan when it moved to Ando- 
ver; Chae now plans to move to New York). 

Nearby, in the South End, SPACE OTHER 
gallery at 63 Wareham Street closed and RHYS 
GALLERY at 401 Harrison Avenue moved to Los 
Angeles. Back on Newbury Street, PEPPER 
GALLERY, JUDY ANN GOLDMAN FINE ART, and 
BETH URDANG GALLERY shuttered (though 
Urdang says she’s looking for another 
Newbury Street location). 

Then there was the game musi- 
cal HOWARD YEZERSKI GALLERY, 
a Newbury Street fixture, moved to 460 
Harrison, redeveloped building that began 
taking tenants just this fall. Yezerski’s new

space opened Friday and seen many 
anchor the building. STEVEN ZEVITAS 
GALLERY doubled its space moving down 
from interior unit the third floor 

of 450 Harrison to one of the storefronts 
there. Frank Roselli moved his SOPRAFINA 
GALLERY from garden-level storefront 
450 Harrison up one flight into what had 
been MPG Contemporary. Kayafas doubled 
its space moving from one the gar- 
den storefronts at 450 Harrison upstairs to 
Gallery XIV’s space. Kayafas has long spe- 
cialized photography, but may add some 
video, painting, and sculpture. DIAMOND- 
NEWMAN FINE ARTS moved from the third 
floor of 450 Harrison downstairs to the 
storefront Allston Skirt had occupied. 

MILLER BLOCK GALLERY, which opened 
1990, moved from 14 Newbury (lease was 
up) to Pepper’s space at 38 Newbury in June. 
Ellen Miller is splitting from her long-time 
partner Katie Block and will run the gallery 
solo. John Colan moved his HALLSPACE gal- 
lery from Roxbury to 950 Dorchester Avenue. 
ARTANA, which primarily features traditional 
landscapes expressionist paintings New 
England artists, moved from Brookline to 355 
Boylston Street, near the Public Garden, in 
October. 

Boston's also attracted some new galler- 
ies late, including CARROLL AND SONS, 
which former Toale gallery director Joseph 
Carroll launched much Toale’s old 
space Harrison. Ami Bennitt opened 
SPACE 242 East Berkeley Street January. 
And Friday night, Stephanie Walker, 
Continued on p 18 
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former director Newbury Street’s Chase Gallery, debuted 
WALKER CONTEMPORARY gallery in Kayafas’s old space and 
KHAKI GALLERY, Wellesley gallery and frame shop, opened 
branch 460 Harrison. “This where everything happens,” 
Nahid Khaki says of the South End. 

Next month, two more galleries are slated open 460 
Harrison: GALERIA CUBANA, branch Provincetown gal- 
lery specializing contemporary Cuban art, and ANTHONY 
GREANEY gallery, a contemporary-art venue run by Creaney, 
who currently designs and installs exhibits Harvard’s 
Peabody Museum. 

Other Boston galleries are contemplating switches, 
including KIDDER SMITH GALLERY Newbury, which would 
like more space and may have move because its building 
recently changed owners. JUDI ROTENBERG GALLERY, also on 
Newbury, has ambitions expand. 

That's a lot of action for one year, but has all the 
retrenching and reshuffling left the Boston art environment 
any more viable?

Meanwhile, the pace exhibitions several 
galleries has slowed over the past couple years from new 
show each month to a six-week rotation.

“The scene still remarkably even-keeled,” says 
Newbury Street’s GALLERY NAGA co-director Arthur Dion, 
president the Boston Art Dealers Association.

And I 
think the South End special situation whose economics 
allow spaces to flower readily, which not all are able to

Now feels like 
its time hunker down and make work.”

Roadhouse Craft Beer & BBQ, sister 
restaurant to the popular Publick House, 
which has finally been rebuilt, licensed, 
and is now open. The 4o draft beers — 
mostly American — are outstanding. And 
service is pretty good; noise only becomes 
problematic on weekends. They even deep- 
fry baby-back ribs ($9) — it doesn't get any 
more extreme than that. 

But in the end, I’m pretty certain they 
don’t actually slow-smoke the barbecue. 
I'm quite sure about this with the half- 
chicken ($14), which is a boned breast with 
blackened skin but powdery, overcooked 
white meat; the dark-meat quarter is only 
a little better. The loss is flavor, both of 
the meat and of the flame. The gain, more 
evident on other meats, is tenderness. A 
brisket sandwich ($11) is wonderfully ten- 
der and juicy, with satisfactory hickory 
smokishness in the sauce. The least smoky 
meat I sampled on two visits was the 

nixed sausage platter ($12), which looked 
nd tasted like supermarket kielbasa sliced 
two ways. Though it’s listed as an entrée, 
this platter is actually more like an ap 
petizer. It comes with some white toasts, 
deli mustard, pickles, and an excellent 
mesclun salad.

as long as they’re just decorations). I'd like 
a bottle of hot sauce handy with this chili, 
but that’s an easy fix. 

In fact, the smoking problem isn’t 
an impossible fix either — you just need 
someone to commit hours and hours to 
keeping briskets and chickens and ribs go- 
ing at low temperatures so they stay juicy, 
concentrate more flavor, and develop that 
telltale red ring. Then again, you could 
drop the smoke-cooking entirely if you 
also drop the pre- or post-cooking; there’s 
a perfectly legitimate North Carolina/Bos- 
ton black tradition of oven-baked or slow- 
grilled ribs. Until the restaurant makes a 
decision, my helpful but unhealthful sug- 
gestion is to order the fried baby-back ribs. 
If it’s not about cheap meat and live fire, it 
should at least be about crunch and grease 
and salt. The barbecue sauce with these 
ribs has a little smokage, a bit too much 
sweetness, and a nice layer of hotness. 

All dinners, except for the sausage 
platter, come with cornbread and one side 
dish. The cornbread is white and sweet as 
birthday cake; save it for dessert, of which 
Roadhouse doesn’t have any. The most 
interesting of the sides was sweet-potato 
salad ($3), which had enough onions, cel- 
ery, and fresh herbs to satisfy a cole-slaw 
jones while simultaneously subbing for 
The French fries ($3), judg 
e with the brisket 
sandwich, are good but not crisp.

The room, which was formerly a Vinny 
T's, is so large that a few tables are out of 
server sightlines, but all my orders came 
out fast and accurately. The oddities are 
mostly systemic: no takeout (but doggy 
boxes are available), no desserts, food 
served when ready (so some appetizers fol- 
low entrées). If your plan is just to sample 
some beers with food as an accompani- 
ment, that will work out well enough. 

Atmosphere is rather minimal. There 
was a long wait and lots of anticipation for 
this restaurant, but apparently the delay 
was about the licensing, while the internal 
work was mostly about removing vestiges of 
Italian-ness. Big pieces of wood trim are the 
only real décor, besides lots of television sets 
and blackboards with beer specials. The out- 
side has the steak-house-Sandinista colors 
(red and black) and gloomy rows of picnic 
tables waiting for next spring. ©

The Merchant Venice; Voyeurs Venus; The Oil Thief 


In 1996, Suzan-Lori Parks wrote a 

play called Venus, which told the 
story of Saartjie Baartman, the large-but- 
tocked South African woman exploited 
early 19th-century Europe the Hotten- 
tot Venus. Lydia new play, 
being given credible Boston premiere 
by Company One (at the BCA through No- 
vember 22), is entitled Voyeurs de Venus, and 
therein lies the difference.

But that was simpler lyrical stuff, 
with nowhere near the difficulty the 
theatrical war words and images fought 
Sara brain, the center 
which Baartman sits quietly carving her 
memoir into the tissue accommo- 
dating white husband, black publisher/lov- 
er, and horde sinister buffoons from the 
past wreak their tragicomic havoc.

But Van Dyke, whose previ- 
ous works include A Girl's War, has the mak- 
ings another winner here. She needs 
render her metaphors clear her charac- 
ters’ passions.

Boston Conservatory and BoSoma make dance work hard

artha Graham's Steps in the Street 
doesn’t look anything like 
dance of the 21st century, but at 
W the end of Boston Conservatory’s 
fall program last weekend fit 
right in. The audience cheered wildly for the 
seven-minute dance that begins in silence, 
then explodes tremendous feat jump- 
ing for 10 women who exit with their energy 
still unspent, as one outsider strides in the 
opposite direction. The redoubtable Yuriko, a 
Martha Craham dancer in the 1940s and now 
principal reconstructor the early Craham 
works, came to Boston with her daughter Su- 
san Kikuchi to stage the dance. 
ogether with the choreographer, Yuriko 
ght Steps in the Street back from oblivion in 
1989, just two years before Craharn’s death. It 
must not be accidental that the Conservatory’s 
program left out the date of the original cho- 
reography (1936). Three-quarters of a century 
renders a dance practically an antique, and 
I guess the producers wanted to stress this 
dance’s modernity — its minimalistic repeti- 
tion and relentless physicality. From its first 
performances by the Graham company in New 
York, the revival has wowed audiences, but its 
connection to history is a bit cloudy. 
Acontemporary film by Julien Bryan 
served as the basis for the 1989 revival, but 
the was silent and encompass 
the full-stage choreography, which had 
re-imagined by Craham and Yuriko. No one 
could find the original music, by the Ameri- 
can composer Wallingford Riegger, another 
Riegger score was applied. This was Riegger’s 
1940 orchestration of the two-piano score he'd 
written in 1935 for the Variations and Conclusion 
to New Dance, by Martha Craham’s pioneering 
contemporary Doris Humphrey. To Riegger’s 
polyrhthyms, Humphrey created a stirring 
and original dance for a group with soloists in 
counterpoint. Now orchestrated for flamboy- 
ant brasses, percussion, and strings, the infec- 
tious rhythms have subsided, and the dancers 
pound away underlying regular beat. 
The Boston Conservatory dancers Thurs- 
day night performed Steps in the Street with 
clenched determination, loud exhalations 
of breath, and a thudding heaviness. I don’t 
know why they aren’t able to relate in their 
own terms to the themes of the dance, 
“Devastation — Homelessness — Exile,” or 
why they don’t simply do the work of the 
dance, without having to telegraph that 
they're working at it. Their long black dresses 
and black head-wraps, and Linda O’Brien’ 
moody lighting, gave the whole thing air 
grim desolation. Street was one 
of many modern dances to come out of the 
depths the Depression, and all the vestiges 
the period that seen speak survival, 
resoluteness, even hope — not at all the 
downbeat qualities the Conservatory dancers

drew from Graham's jumping dance. 

The other pieces on last week’s program 
were two local choreographers and Con- 
servatory graduate. All them featured 
ensemble dancers sorted out different 
arrangements, doing lots of moves to post- 
minimalist music. There were differences, 
slight ones, between them, but until Stepsin 
the Street, with its extremely formal floor pat- 
terns and detectible if not literal throughline, 
we could have been watching an evening’s 
demonstration all the elegant things stu- 
dent dancers can do. 

Daniel McKusker’s Braid began with a 
woman the floor, stretching and angling 
her limbs. Her companions entered 
variations her phrase: walking, leaping, 
lifting each other, with many extensions of 
arms and legs, the music accordionist 
Guy Klucevsek.

Thang Dao, class of 2001, has been cho- 
reographing freelance, and recently 
won the Princess Grace Fellowship for ballet 
choreography.

You might say Yousuf Karsh was a one- 
man golden era of portrait photography. In 
“Karsh 100: A Biography in Images,” which 
is now up at the Museum of Fine Arts, his 
iconic shots Winston Churchill, George 
Bernard Shaw, and Ernest Hemingway are 
defining portraits the men all their 
crusty manliness. And check out his willowy 
profile of Audrey Hepburn, the craggy face 
of Boris (Frankenstein’s monster) Karloff, 
and smoldering Anita Ekberg, eyes closed, 
smiling, hair blowing across her face, bo- 
som thrust forward. 

MFA photo curator Anne Havinga brings 
together more than 100 Karsh’s photos. 
The time line runs from his apprenticeship 
in Boston (1928-31) to setting up his own 
business in Ottawa (1932) to his great success 
photographing for Life magazine and other 
major publications his return Boston 
(1997 until his death in 2002). It’s a seductive 
star-studded show. 

The development photography the 
igth century made realist painting really, 
really uncool for a long time, and it cleared 
the way for photography to be the primary 
medium portraiture the 2oth century.

His breakthrough was his 1941 photo 
Winston Churchill as a great, grand, stately 
ruler. Churchill’s head is spotlit while the 
rest falls into shadow; the result highlights 
defiant expression that was read his 
steadfastness during wartime. But what 
stands out in Karsh’s oft-told account is his 
fawning before Churchill, who was grumpy 
about posing because his staff had not in- 
formed him the sitting. Karsh wrote, 
timorously stepped forward and said, ‘Sir, 

hope will fortunate enough make 
portrait worthy this historic 
Churchill granted him just two exposures. 
The British leader’s expression seems to have 
been provoked by Karsh’s politely plucking 
his cigar from his mouth. 

Which is a reminder that these are ex- 
pertly posed and lit photos and that pos- 
ing and lighting are central to their drama. 
(By comparison, Arnold Newman stressed 
geometric composition and Richard Avedon 
the stark, isolated, high-resolution figure 
front of a white backdrop.) Karsh’s moment 
was the '4os and 'sos, when he identified, 
channeled, and manufactured glamour dur- 
ing WW2 and its cold aftermath. He seems 
place his subjects pedestals, which 
turn are placed atop mountains, and then 


cues sunlight blaze down 
them from billowing 
clouds. Plus the tones his 
black-and-white prints tend 
burnished bronze and 
velvety blackness that recall 
the statues “great men” 
that occupy city squares. 
Who wouldn’t want to be 
immortalized him? 

His best shots are 
statesmen (and states- 
women), actors, and writ- 
ers Queen Elizabeth, 

a young Jackie Kennedy, 

a scruffy Fidel Castro, a 
noir Humphrey Bogart, 
sinister Peter Lorre, W.H. 
Auden, H.G. Wells, Soviet 
premier Nikita Khrushchev 
just walked in from Siberia. 
suspect the success 
these has something 
with the subjects being per- 
formers for audiences and 
cameras or underlings (see 
Churchill), except I’m not 
sure how writers fit into 
theory. Karsh doesn’t 
seem to know what to do 
with artists: he succumbs 
gimmicky shots Pablo 
Picasso, Max Ernst, and Al- 
berto Giacometti entangled 
with their sculptures. His ’50s shots of 
factory workers resemble stagy Hollywood 
publicity stills lot that’s due his 
use artificial light. Even his “candid” ac- 
tion shots are bathed studio glamour. 

His later photos can feel adrift, rote, 
tacky, blah. All certainly his fault, but 
didn’t help that the stars seemed get 
smaller too. 


Karsh too (melo)dramatic for you, 
consider “William Christenberry Pho- 
tographs, 1961-2005,” 58 shots organized by 
Aperture, at Massachusetts College of Art and 
Design. Like a just-the-facts-m’am surveyor, 
the Washington (DC) photographer cata- 
logues tumbledown homes and barns and 
churches of his native Alabama threatened by 
creeping kudzu, with nary person sight. 
The majestic rot, amplified by period nos- 
talgia (love those old cars, shacks, and soda 
signs), gives a melancholy romanticism to 
his images, but the soul his Southern 
Gothic subjects, not in his compositions. 
His photos buildings and signs come 
straight out of Walker Evans’s 1930s swing 
through the South acknowledged 
inspiration but color. These hues put

Roberto 2666 may 
the Great American Novel

Jorge Luis Borges wrote the desert 
labyrinth without walls or center, unending 
and inescapable. fair description 
Roberto Bolafio’s last work (he died in 2003, 
age 50), the 912-page opus 2666. His book, 
however, does have a circumference of sorts, 
circular narrative that begins, like his previ- 
ous novel, The Savage Detectives, with academ- 
ics (in Detectives they were poets) searching the 
wastelands the Sonora province Mexico 
for legendary writer and ending well, 
it’s hard say, somewhere that general 
vicinity. offers innumerable passages that 
cohere into a sense of immanent revelation, 
some them contained single multi-page 
run-on sentences, before dissolving like 
blowing sand. Like Moby-Dick, confronts the 
nature, the ubiquity, and the elusiveness 
evil. And such can also make claim for 
being the Creat American Novel, both North 
and South. 

The academics’ story told the first 
five sections, “The Part About the Critics.” 
They include four literature professors from 
different European countries, three men 
and a woman, who share an obsession with 
Benno von Archimboldi, mystery author 
who over the decades has turned out novels

Little known about him except 
that Prussian and very tall and that 
served the Eastern Front World War 
The quartet attend conferences Archim- 
boldi and engage passionate discussion, 
and their bonds heat into something more 
than Platonic. At last, following up a lead, 
they head Mexico where sighting the 
octogenarian legend has been reported. 

Sounds deadly? Not when every page veers 
off tantalizing, often unfinished digres- 
sion like the one about the painter whose 
canvas adorned with his 
own severed hand — or includes tossed-off 
descriptions of the everyday like “It was rain- 
ing the quadrangle, and the quadrangular 
sky looked like the grimace robot 
god made our own likeness.” when 
the quartet arrive at their destination, Santa 
Teresa, a fictional city where — as in the real 
hundreds of women, mostly workers in local 
factories, have turned raped and brutally 
murdered, serial-killing spree that’s been 
going on since 1993. 

“No one pays attention these killings,” 
says the man imprisoned — falsely he in- 
sists for them. “But the secret 
the world hidden them.” Whether 
the secret of 2666 is hidden in them as well is 
another story. 

Bolano examines the killings clinical 
detail, describing them with the brutal eu- 
phemisms police report the book’s lon- 
gest and penultimate section, “The 
Part About the Crimes.” He inter- 
weaves this numbing repetition 
violence with the sometimes cyni- 
cal, sometimes earnest, mostly 
inconclusive efforts those trying 
track down the perpetrator. 

The leads and connections strain 
toward clarity and then fade, sub- 
sumed into litany atrocity. 
for the sole suspect, Klaus Haas, a 
tall, near-albino German-Ameri- 
can immigrant who might have 
been sprung from Robert Harris 
novel, he has dreams of an ap- 
proaching giant. Like prophet 
declaims his vision: “ . Haas 
called out to say he heard foot- 
steps. The giant was coming. He 
was covered in blood from head to 
toe and was coming now.” 

Whether it’s diabolical black 
comedy about the ultimate alien- 
ation of labor, or a demonstration 
how violence metamorphoses 
into art and vice versa, or the 
all post-war his- 
tory into boundless, inescapable 
nightmare, with 2666, the giant 
has arrived. ©

Two concerts, obviously planned months 
ago, seemed timely anodynes for our 
months political and economic anxieties. 
David Hoose’s Cantata Singers, after last 
year’s brilliant season devoted to Kurt Weill, 
are now focusing another 
master, Benjamin Britten. The season open- 
er paired Britten’s delicate 1930 antiphonal 
Hymn to the Virgin (composed when he was 17) 
with the Boston premiere British com- 
poser Nicholas Maw’s richly textured 1990 
antiphonal choral setting Edwin Muir’s 
poem “One Foot Eden, Still Stand.” The 
concert ended with Fauré’s restrained Requi- 
em, with bass Mark Andrew Cleveland and 
soprano Megan Beltran, whose “Pie Jesu,” 
though vocally pure, was just hair too loud 
for Fauré’s tender hit tune. couldn’t help 
thinking this perfect memorial for 
Barack Obama’s grandmother.) 

Britten’s 1963 Cantata misericordium might 
get done more had less forbidding 
title. Composed for the centennial the Red 
Cross, with a Latin text, it movingly drama- 
tizes the story the Good Samaritan (tenor 
Rockland Osgood) and his selfless care for 
mugged Jew (baritone David Kravitz). In 20 
minutes, it covers a wide emotional range, 
from moralizing choruses the Samaritan’s 
lullaby, with string quartet, piano, and harp 
providing the special tincture. The perfor- 
mance was superb every respect, and made 
one feel good about new possibility for hu- 
man generosity. 

After years, the irrepressible Joel Co- 
hen has stepped down from directing the 
Boston Camerata, handing over the reins 
to his wife, Anne Azéma, the accomplished 
mezzo-soprano who looks like Christmas 
angel. “Land Pure Delight: Search 
American Soul,” Azéma put together 
exuberant and touching anthology 

18th- and 19th-century 
songs about “our 
, our pains, and 
our anger.” The 
rangy selection 
encompassed 
vigorous marches 
(supplied the 
Middlesex County 
Volunteers Fife 


and Drums), poignant laments (like soprano 
Lydia Brotherton’s heartbreaking “Johnny 
has gone for a soldier”), celebrations of lib- 
erty, and at the end a communal cotillion in 
the basement Cambridge’s First Church 
(where the acoustics are surely less muddy 
than the church itself). The expressive 
ensemble also included bass-baritone Don- 
ald Wilkinson, tenors Daniel Hershey and 
Jason McStoots, fiddler extraordinaire Shira 
Kammen, flutist/guitarist Jesse Lepkoff, and 
cellist Reimar Seidler. As Azéma points out, 
these composed songs are shot through “with 
the ethos folksong and oral tradition.” 
Unacademic, non-liturgical, the insinuating 
modal harmonies even the joiliest pieces 
have tinge melancholy surprising, 
poignant aspect of the American character. 

Offenbach’s Tales of Hoffmann may be, after 
Bizet’s Carmen, the second greatest French op- 
era. The seductive “Barcarolle,” the Doll Song, 
the Diamond Aria, and Antonia’s exquisite 
“Elle a fui, la tourterelle” (“The turtledove 
has flown away”) are among the best loved 
vocal selections all opera. But productions 
are tricky, partly because Hoffmann’s three 
tales have elements of wild fantasy (most 
dazzlingly realized in the 1951 Powell/Press- 
berger film), partly because the major roles 
are challenging (best when all the hero- 
ines and all the villains are each played by a 
single singer), and partly because Offenbach 
died before the premiere and the score has 
been relentlessly mutilated and rearranged. 

In 1992, Boston Lyric Opera based its 
production new scholarly edition 
Michael Kaye, and a somewhat freer version 
(including Dapertutto’s Diamond Aria, the 
best Offenbach song not actually written 
Offenbach) what the team stage direc- 
tor Renaud Doucet and designer André Barbe 
have just returned to (at the Shubert Theatre, 
through November 18), following Offen- 
bach’s original sequence: infatu- 
ation with the mechanical doll Olympia, 
then the tubercular Antonia, and finally the 
Venetian courtesan Giulietta. Not everything 
works. The Venetian scene is too cluttered 
(with moving bridges!); the voice Antonia’s 
dead mother emerges from a statue so gigan- 
tic it dwarfs her voice.
